J NDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 24.—Coin- 

cident with the opening of the 
Chicago automobile show this 
week, Marmon presents the Mar- 
mon Roosevelt straight-eight, a 
new and greatly improved model 
of the first eight ever manufac- 
tured to sell in the $1,000 field. 

With this car, Marmon enters the 
1930 selling season with four entirely 
new straight-eights, covering the 
four major price fields. In addition 
to the Marmon Roosevelt, the new 
Marmon Eight-69 and Eight-79 
eights in the $1,500 and $2,000 price | 
fields, respectively, were first an- 
nounced at the New York show, and 
the Marmon Big Eight. the new 
entry into the fine car field, has 
been on the market only since late 
last fall 

Che Marmon Roosevelt, as its new 
name indicates. bears familiar re- 
semblance to other products in the 
Marmon line, and is roomier, more 
powerful and better appearing than 
its predecessor. 
engine develops seventy-seven horse 
power, an increase of seven horse 
power over the oreceding model 
this increase being due to numerous 


engine and manifold refinements. | 


The engine has a bore of 234 inches 
and a stroke of 4% inches, giving a 
piston displacement of 201.9 cubic 
inches.

‘Taxation 
NE of the most serious obstacles that the automotive 
industry has to contend with is the matter of taxation 
by state legislatures. The fact that there are forty-eight 
of these latter is the prime difficulty. If automotive taxa- 
tion were a Federal concern, it would be comparatively easy 
fo marsha! all our forces and level all our guns on a single 
Jegislative body until we had persuaded the individual mem- 
bers that their personal interests demanded restraint in levy- 
ing imposts on the various phases of automotive activity. 
As it stands with taxation practically exclusively a state 
prerogative, it is necessary to recruit forty-eight armies, plan 
forty-eight campaigns and probably fight 948 pitched battles 
before the state legislators can be made to realize that 
mulcting the automotive community will react unfavorably 
on their chances of re-election. That is the only language 
that these gentlemen understand. 
In some states the attitude of the lawmakers on auto- 


motive activity has been so merciless that local operators | 
have fallen into a sort of dejected condition of “What's the 


use anyway, we are going to get soaked worse if we do 
fight.” ; 
The net result of this is that in certain states taxation 
on specific classes of motor transportation has been in- 
creased to a place where operation of vehicles is actually 
discouraged. This is particularly true in the truck field, 
where some states place a tax burden of $300 to $500 on a 
single heavy-duty unit. It doesn’t need any great per- 
spicacity to see that when an operator of motor vehicles 
starts with an impost of $500 a year on his truck he has 
got to have a mighty prosperous business to pay expenses 
and show a profit at the end of the year. This condition 
actually makes it extremely difficult for the truck com- 
panies to sell vehicles in states where excessive taxation 
exists. 

While the gasoline tax has not yet reached a place where 
it is actually confiscatory it is rapidly developing into a 
serious obstacle in the sale of motor cars. Some states now 
levy as much as 6 cents per gallon in their taxes on motor 
fuel. This amounts to more than 25 per cent. of the cost of 
the commodity. It is doubtful if any other product in gen- 
eral use is taxed in quite as heavy a proportion of its actual 
cost as is motor fuel in certain states. 

The point that we want to make is that the automotive | 
industry and every person who earns a living from its opera- 
tions is vitally interested in ending the mulcting of auto- 
motive activity by excessive taxes. In spite of the difficul- 
ties the campaign has got to be waged in all forty-eight 
states. Automotive operators in states that have already in- 
dulged in oppressive taxation have got to throw off their 
dispirited attitude and put up a fight. 

Legislators of all breeds have one thought first: 
must I do to insure my re-election.” Hitherto, they have 
figured that they could saddle any fantastic taxation scheme 
on the motor vehicle and get away with it because automotive 
interests lacked the votes to make them stop. Today, with 
26,500,000 motor vehicles in operation, the actual voting 


strength of car owners is enough, properly directed, to make | 


Jegislators stop piling taxes on gasoline and vehicles. 

The job of organizing for battle in all the forty-eight 
states is a slow one, but it is going on and eventually we 
shall be able to tell these reckless lawmakers with their 
flood of undigested tax bills: “You shall not pass those 
bills.”
